On Friday the NLRB will split, 


in effect, into two separate agen- 
cies: (1) 
five-man board, which

"office of the general 
counsel,"

This olfice will investigate

man tribunal, and eventually will 
have perhaps nine or ten times as 
many employes as the tribunal it- 
self.

On Friday the NLRB will split, 


in effect, into two separate agen-

Theodore, connived and lobbied to 
get a medal of honor which 
he 


had never earned from a Republi- 
can 
president, 
McKinloy,

ing glory-hunter. In the correspond- 
ence between T. R. and his friend 
Henry Cabot Lodge, ul ihis time, 
1898, 
Roosevelt claimed this honor 


as a right for a cheap skirmish in 
Cuba. And Lodge, in a letter to Mc- 
Kinley, had the ugly candor to say 
that it "would have a very im- 
portant meaning and value and put 
at rest many political stories which 
are being circulated by the Demo- 
crats" in a political fight.

Civilians never were eli- 
gible and it never was given as a 
political award before.

Theodore, connived and lobbied to 
get a medal of honor which 
he 


had never earned from a Republi- 
can 
president, 
McKinloy,

decency to stand off this clamor- 
ing glory-hunter. In the correspond- 
ence between T. R. and his friend 
Henry Cabot Lodge, ul ihis time, 
1898, 
Roosevelt claimed this honor 


as a right for a cheap skirmish in 
Cuba. And Lodge, in a letter to Mc- 
Kinley, had the ugly candor to say 
that it "would have a very im- 
portant meaning and value and put 
at rest many political stories which 
are being circulated by the Demo- 
crats" in a political fight.

In the correspond- 
ence between T. R. and his friend 
Henry Cabot Lodge, ul ihis time, 
1898, 
Roosevelt claimed this honor

Kinley, had the ugly candor to say 
that it "would have a very im- 
portant meaning and value and put 
at rest many political stories which 
are being circulated by the Demo- 
crats" in a political fight.

And a man 
who spoke today for the consul gen- 
eral of France, explained, rather 
uncomfortably, I thought, that hte 
award of this honor to Roosevelt 
and Winston 
Churchill 
civilians, 


by the confused and shanky 
post- 


war government of France, was in 
each case "exceptionally exception- 
al." This is a great medal, 
ex- 


clusively for men at arms who are 
not commissioned officers, except 
generals. Civilians never were eli- 
gible and it never was given as a 
political award before. 


Yet Mrs. Roosevelt said her late 


husband "would have been grate- 
ful to the people of France for 
wanting" — get this part — "for want- 
ing," 
she says, "to give him this 


most precious decoration."

Theodore, connived and lobbied to 
get a medal of honor which 
he 


had never earned from a Republi-

In the correspond- 
ence between T. R. and his friend 
Henry Cabot Lodge, ul ihis time, 
1898, 
Roosevelt claimed this honor
